1 The application comprises multiple independent claims of the same category and 
therefore does not meet the requirement of conciseness (Guidelines, par. 5.42). 
Thus, a single independent claim should be used per category (Guidelines, par. 
5.14). 

2 Claim 1 is due to the term "coupled" unclear, because it is not clear whether a 
protection is sought for a directory server, a first network, or a network device 
(Guidelines, 5.37). 

This similarly applies to claim 14. 

3 There is no antecedence for "the apparatus" in claims 2-1 3 and 1 5-24. 

4 Claims 2-5 and 1 5-1 8 are unclear because they try to further define the directory 
server by disclosing additional features of the network device, which does not form a 
part of the directory server (Guidelines, 5.37). 

5 Claims 6-7 and 1 9-20 are unclear because they try to further define the directory 
server by disclosing additional features of the first network, which does not form a 
part of the directory server (Guidelines, 5.37). 

6 Claim 8 is unclear because it seeks to further define the directory server by reference 
to another entity, by disclosing relations of the directory server to the first and second 
network. Furthermore, claim 8 tries to further define the directory server by disclosing 
additional features of the second network, which does not form a part of the directory 
server (Guidelines, 5.37).

9 Claims 1 0 and 23 are unclear because they seek to further define the directory server 
by reference to another entity (firewall), which does not form a part of the directory 
server. Furthermore, claims 10 and 23 try to further define the directory server by 
disclosing additional features of the first network (Guidelines, 5.37). 

1 0 The expression "outside the firewall" in claims 1 0 and 23 is vague and unclear and 
leaves the reader in doubt as to the meaning of the technical features to which it 
refers. 

1 1 Claims 1 3, 21 , and 24 are unclear because they try to further define the directory 
server by disclosing additional features of the first and second network (Guidelines, 
5.37). 
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
